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EDUCATION AND AGITATION 


Every now and then someone of more or less 
prominence rises to tell us we have too much educa- 
tion. The burden of the letmost of such worthy per- 
sons usually is that the country as a whole and many 
individuals would be better off if more young men 
eschewed college degrees and learned a good trade, 
say that of plumber, carpenter or brick-layer. And it 
must be admitted there often is a basis of truth in this 


argument, desirable as education may be, considered 
academically. 


But if the complaint against excessive distribu- 
tion of the college sheepskin in some instances is well 
founded in Continental United States where industry, 
commerce and almost every other form of human aci- 
ivity 1s highly developed, there would seem to be even 
more ground for it in the so-called “dependencies” or 
“possessions.” A case in- point is the agitation for 
independence which has been going on in the Phil- 
ippines virtually without interruption since the Amer- 
Icahn occupation, and which has just resulted in the 
sending of Col. Carmi Thompson as personal repre- 
sentative of President Coolidge to investigate con- 
ditions in the islands. 


Whether one takes the attitude that full and im- 
mediate independence should be granted the Phillip- 
- pines, or that such action should be delayed until the 
Philippines “‘are better prepared to administer their 
own affairs,” there apparently is no disputing the 
fact that the campaign for freedom is being carried 
on by a relatively small group of more highly educat- 
ed men who have difficulty finding employment for 
their talents in any other field. One may look upon 
such persons as Quezon and Osmena as opportunists 
and professional agitators, or as patriots and fearless 
leaders, but one also well may imagine the ranks of 
the agitators would be considerably thinned ‘if op- 
portunities for proportionate distinction were offered in 
the various professions or even in commercial life. 


; A clever, well educated young Filipino. drifts 
naturally to ‘politics because. with -his training and 
environment, he ig unwilling to embark upon what 
seems to him a menial career, in the absence of digni- 
fied and remunerative professional ‘and commercial 
positions such as are abundani in the United States. 
Nor is it in the Philippines alone that observers 
have remarked similar phenomena. Men of wisdom 
and long experience with affairs in Porto Rico have 
noted that with schools turning out native graduates 
more rapidly than commercial and professional oppor- 
tunities for the display of their talents are developed, 
the tendency is for the well educated young man to 
go into politics, and to agitate against the government 
in power, often without much regard for the merits 
of the agitation. Indeed, this criticism would seem 


to hold for political agitators of many Latin Ameri- 
can countries as well.
